The marriages (5,109) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter 
of 1909 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:1 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1908, and equal to the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten 
years 1899-1908. Of the total number of marriages 3,380 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,729 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81 ; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4:2 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population 
and the latter affording a rate of 6:1 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 0:1 
above, but that under the latter 0-4 below the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years, 


Of the 22,769 marriages registered last year, 6,794 were registered in 
the first quarter, 5,311 in the second, 5,555 in the third, and 5,109 in 
the fourth.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st March 
last was 25,728—13,152 boys and 12,576 girls—being equal to an annual 
ratio of 1 in every 42:5, or 23°5 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
The average number of births registered during the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1900-9 was 26,093, equivalent to an annual rate of 
23-7 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. ;

of the ten years 1900-9 was 21 3 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 21°5 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 17:1; in Ulster, 20:1 ;

Health of the People. 


Ages.—Of the 21,283 deaths registered last quarter, 2,637, or 12-4 per 
cent., were of infants under 1 year of age; and 10,177, or 47°8 per cent., 
were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants under 
1 year old are equal to 102-5 per 1,000 of the births registered. In the 
province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 year old 
equalled 14-5 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
11:3 per cent.; in Ulster, 12°8 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 8-3 per cent. 
The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards registered during the 
quarter in Leinster are equal to 45-2 per cent. ; in Munster, to 47:9 per 
cent, ; in Ulster, to 46-9 per cent. ; andin Connaught, to 57:2 per cent. of 
the total deaths registered in the province. 





HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 893, or 40 above the number registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1909, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0°81 per 1,000 
living, being 0-03 above the rate for the first quarter of 1909, but equal to 
the average rate for the first quarter of the ten years 1900-1909. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from each of the 
principal epidemic diseases, as registered during the March quarter 
of 1910, also the average number of deaths registered from each of 
these diseases, in the corresponding period of the 5 years 1905-1909.

Small-pox._—_P)uring the quarter under notice, there was no death from 
small-pox, neither was any report received in the Registrar-General’s 
Office of the existence of the disease in any part of Ireland. 


Measles._Deaths from measles numbered 92; in the 3 preceding 
quarterly periods, such deaths were 109, 66, and 66 respectively, the 
average for the March quarter of the years 1905-9 being 186. There 
were 15 deaths from measles in Leinster, 34 in Munster, of which 
number 17 were registered in the union of Clonakilty, 10 of these being 
registered in the district of Clonakilty} in which the union hospital is 
situated. Of 37 deaths registered in Ulster there were 15 in Belfast 
county borough ; in the province of Connaught 6 deaths from measles were 
registered.

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Searlet Fever.— As in the December quarter of 1909, there were 33 
deaths from scarlet fever registered, the average being 37 for the March 
quarter of the 5 preceding years. Of the deaths, 19 occurred in 
Ulster, 5 of these occurring in Lisburn union ; but in the province of 
Connaught there was no recorded mortality from the disease. There 
were 9 deaths registered in the province of Leinster, and 5 in 
Munster. 





Typhus.—There were 11 deaths from typhus, the average number 
being 18. Tn each of the 3 preceding quarters, deaths from typhus 
were 13, 7, and 13. The deaths were registered as follows :—Two 
deaths in each of the unions of Athy and Tralee, and one death in 
each of the following unions :—Castlebar, Dromore West, Dublin 
North, Loughrea, Millstreet, Rathkeale, and Waterford. 


Whooping-cough.—The mortality from whooping-cough represents 
an annual rate of 0:40 per 1,000 of the estimated population of 
Tveland to the middle of the year 1910; the deaths number 438, the 
average for the corresponding quarterly period in the years 1905-9 
being 238. Of the total deaths, 251 were recorded in Ulster, of which 
167 were in Belfast county borough, 13 in Glenties union, 12 in New- 
townards, 10 in Ballymena, 10 in Lisburn, 5 in Clogher, and 5 in Larne 
union. In Munster where 117 deaths were registered, 16 were registered 
in Limerick union, 12 in Kinsale, 12 in Tralee, 9 in Killarney, 7 in 
Dungarvan, 6 each in Newcastle and Rathkeale, and 5 in Bandon union. 
Of the 54 deaths in Leinster, 17 were in Dublin North union, and 11 
in Dublin South union. 


Diphtheria.— When compared with the average, the deaths from 
diphtheria vegistered during the quarter, namely 89, show a decrease 
of one; in the 3 preceding quarters, deaths from diphtheria numbered 
71, 98, and 85 respectively. The deaths were registered in the 
provinces as follows :—In Leinster 25 ; in Munster 12 ; in Ulster 46 ; 
and in Connaught 6. Of the 25 deaths in Leinster 10 were in the 
union of South Dublin, and of the deaths in Ulster, 7 occurred in the 
district of Gweedore, in the union of Dunfanaghy. 


Enteric Fever.—The decline in mortality from enteric fever, which 
has been mentioned in the preceding report, has been maintained during 
the March quarter of 1910, now under notice, the deaths registered 
numbering 67, the average being 94. During the year 1909, deaths 
from enteric fever were registered as follows:—In March quarter 81 
deaths ; in June quarter 76 deaths ; in September quarter 63 deaths ; 
and in December quarter 69 deaths. Ten of the 19 deaths in Leinster 
were in Dublin County Borough. 


The deaths of 6 persons were assigned to pyrexia (origin uncertain), 


Diarrhoeal Diseases.— According to the Registrar’s quarterly returns, 
the deaths from diarrhceal diseases registered during the quarter numbered 
157, and correspond to an annual death-rate of 0-14 per 1,000 of the 
population of Ireland estimated to tlie middle of the year 1910. The 
deaths are 8 below the average for the corresponding quarter of the 
preceding 5 years, 
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Tuberculous Disease.—'he statistics for the quarter regarding 
mortality from all forms of tuberculous disease, as provisionally returned 
by the Registrars of deaths, show that in the ageregate the deaths of 
2,622 persons were registered. ‘This number corresponds to an annual 
mortality rate of 2-40 per 1,000 of the population. 


J have to thank the Registrars for the notés which are supplied by 
many with their quarterly returns, and am printing at foot of this 
paragraph the notes which appear to have special reference to tuber- 
eulous disease or to improvement in the sanitary conditions of the 
country ; these notes are also included in the Appendix to this Report. 


Carlow ; Bagenalstown.—‘Two deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis.” 


Thomastown ; Inistioge.—“ One death was registered during quarter 
due to chronic phthisis of some years standing. Cases of phthisis 
pulmonalis are of very rare occurrence in my practice, although, I 
believe, some years back the disease was very prevalent in district.” 


Trim ; Summerhill. —‘“ Only one case of tuberculosis could be notified 
under the new Act. No move appears to be made to solve the milk 
problem, and yet it is a very pressing question. Most of the poor find 
it impossible to get milk, many of the better-off people find it very 
difficult to procure it. One poor woman colours the tea for herself and 
family with cream of tartar and water. Thus many poor consumptives 
have to go to an earlier grave than they ought. And many are tuber- 
culous who might not be if they had plenty of good milk.” 


Ballymahon ; Ballymore.—“ There was one death from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, and I have two cases under treatment.” 


Baltinglass ; Kiltegan.—*‘ One case of pulmonary tuberculosis 
acquired in Dublin. Patient came home to die.” 


Clonakilty ; Clonakilty.—‘“ Three of the tuberculosis cases were from 
another District.” 


Dunmanway ; Dunmanway.—“ Two of the deaths reported as being 
due to pulmonary tuberculosis were returned Americans. Another 
death was certified as pelvic abscess, probably tubercular.” 


Middleton ; Cloyne.—‘‘ There were four deaths from consumption.” 
Tralee ; Kilgobban.—“ One death from phthisis.” 


Rathkeale ; Rathkeale No. 1.— “The only two deaths from tuber- 
culous disease registered occurred in hospital and were those of persons 
who came from outside district.’’ 


Callan ; Mullinahone.—‘‘ No death from tubercular disease, but there 
are at least two persons in district suffering from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis.” 


Ballycastle ; Cushendall.—-‘‘The one case of death from tubereular 
disease was imported.”’

Lisburn ; Knocknadona.—“ One death from phthisis. 
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Cavan ; Killashandra.—“ Three deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis 
were registered during the quarter.”’ 


Lurgan ; Moira.—“ Nota single death from tuberculosis is registered,”’ 


Irvinestown ; Irvinestown.-—“Of the two deaths registered from 
pulmonary tuberculosis, one had returned from America in an advanced 
stage of disease.” ? 


Irvinestown ; Trillick.—“ Two died from tubercular disease.” 


Omagh; Sixmilecross.—“ The district is in very good sanitary condition 
at present ; the houses are kept much cleaner than heretofore.” 


Galway ; Spiddle.—“ The district continues very healthy save con- 
sumption. People don’t like to say that their friends or relatives were 
consumptive.” ; 


Tuam; Tuam No. 2.—“ One case of pulmonary tuberculosis in an old 
man who suffered for years. Two of his children are now suffering, one 
from tuberculosis of hip joint, and one from pulmonary tuberculosis.” 


Ballina ; Ballina.— During the quarter 7 deaths from tuberculosis 
were registered,” 


Westport ; Ballycroy.—‘‘ Two deaths from tuberculosis.” 


Westport ; Louisburgh.—“ Four deaths from phthisis registered dur- 
ing quarter ; two of those members of same family whose deaths occurred 
within a fortnight of each other.” 


Westport ; Newport.—“ Two deaths from tuberculosis, one of which 
was laryngeal tuberculosis,” 


Strokestown ; Roosky.—“ Two deaths occurred from tuberculosis.” 


Sligo ; Collooney.—“ Five deaths registered from phthisis pulmonalis 
and one from tubercular meningitis.” 


Malignant Disease.—In the agyregate, the diseases as returned under 
the head of malignant disease, cancer, numbered 861. This figure is 
equal to an annual mortality rate of 0-79 per 1,000; the corresponding 
rates for the whole of Ireland in the 3 preceding quarters were 
0°69, 0°73, and 0:77 per 1,000 respectively. 


Violence.—'l'here were 341 deaths caused by different kinds of 
violence; this figure includes homicidal, suicidal and accidental 
deaths, 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Measles in 33 districts, scarlet fever in 24, whooping-cough in 
75, diphtheria in 19, fever in 183—typhus in 3, and enteric in 10— 
influenza in 80, and mumps in one district. [See Appendix to this 
Report commencing on page 85.] 


Inquests.— There were 435 inquests reported to the Registrars 
during the quarter ; this number being equal to 1 in every 49 of the 
total deaths registered. 
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In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 55 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 60, in Ulster 1 to 35, and in Connaught 1 to 127, 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 21,283 deaths registered, 
4,295, or 20:2 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 26:6, in Munster 24°2, in Ulster 15-2, and in 
Connaught 12:8. | 





Uncertified Deaths.— According to the returns, 5,504 of the 21,283 
deaths which were registered during the quarter were uncertified, 
being nearly 26 per cent. of the total. 


The following table (Table IV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter ended 
31st March, 1910, and in each of the eight quarters immediately preceding; with the

The average price of Messrs, Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 64d., which was also the average price of Messrs. J ohnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the first quarter 
of the year 1909 the average price was 6d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1900 it was 5d. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the quarier 
was 14s. 6d. per cwt. For the corresponding quarter of the year 1909 
the average price was 13s. 6d., and for the first quarter of 1900 the.average 
price was 148. per cwt.

inches) on the 9th February, at 9 p.m., wind S/W. 

_ The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 41-0°;-being 
0-6° below the average for the first quarter of the 5 years 1905-1909, 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was’55-5° 
and the minimum 17:9°. The maximum heat in sun was 108°5°, 

Rain or snow fell on 57 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 
6505 inches, being 1:164 inches above the average for the first quarter 
of the five years 1905-1909. The greatest monthly rainfall was in 
January, when 3°049 inches were registered. 

_ The wind blew on 39 days from S.W., on 22 days from W., on 7 days 
from 8., on 5 days from 8.E., on 4 days from N., on 2 days from E., on 
one day from N.W., and the air was calm on 19 days at 9 A.M. 


January.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°636 inches; the highest reading (30-303 inches) was on the 6th at 
9 P.m., air calm; and the lowest (28°594 inches) on the 24th, at 9 A.M., 
wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 39:4°, the maximum 
registered was 55°5°, and the minimum 17:9°, The 2nd was the warmest 
day, and the 27th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 
38°8°, and of the wet bulb 37-5. The maximum heat in sun was 92°0°, 
and the minimum on the grass 12°3°. The minimum on the grass was 
below 32° on 20nights. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 714 
hours, the greatest daily amount’ being 7:7 hours on the 29th. The 
maximum ozone was 0:7, the minimum 0-0, and the mean 0:5. Rain or 
snow fell on 20 days. The rain-fall measured 3-049 inches ; the greatest 
amount in 24 hours was 1:250 inches on the 27th. 


February.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29310 inches; the highest reading (30-127 inches) was on the 9th at 
9 AM., wind W. and. the lowest (28-091 inches) on the 9th, at 
9 p.m., wind S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 41:2°, the 
maximum registered was 54:4°, and the minimum 27°8°. The 5th was 
the warmest day, and the 23rd the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 40°6°, and of the wet bulb 39:8°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 101:2°, and the minimum on the grass 21‘2°. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 15 nights. The total amount of sunshine recorded 
was 109-4 hours, the greatest daily amount being 9:7 hours on the 23rd. 
The maximum ozone was 0:7; the minimum 0:4, and the mean 0-6, 
Rain or snow fell on 26 days. -The rain-fall measured 2°777 inches ; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-600 inch on the 18th. 


March.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°934 inches; the highest reading (30-423 inches) was on the 23rd at 
9A.M., air calm, and the lowest (29:189 inches) on the 9th, at 9 p.m., 
wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 42°5°; the maximum 
registered was 552°, and the minimum 25:1°.. The 7th was the warmest 
day, and the 29th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 
429°, and of the wet bulb 41°6°. The maximum heat in sun was 108°52, 
and the minimum on the grass 19°6°. The minimum on the grass was 
below 32° on 16 nights. The total amonnt of sunshine recorded was 105°5 
hours, the greatest daily amount being 9:4 hours on the 29th. The 
maximum ozone was 0°7, the minimum 0-0, and the mean 05. Rain 
or snow fellon 11 days.. The rain-fall measured 0°679 inches ; the greatest 
amount in 24 hours was 0°165 inch on the 8th.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 

Hours of Observation.—The hours of observation are indicated by the type in which the 
names of the stations are printed. CAPITALS, normal climatological stations, 9 a.m. and 
9p.m.; ITALIC CAPITALS, telegraphic reporting normal climatological stations, 7 a.m., 
1 p.m.,9 p.m. ; Roman, telegraphic reporting stations,7a.m., 1 p.m.,6 p.m. ; Jtalies, auxiliary 
climatological stations,9 a.m.only. At Valencia an additional observation is taken at 3 
p.m. The afternoon observations are used in preparing the wind summaries and in 
computing the number of days of “overcast” or “clear sky.” At telegraphic reporting 
stations (black capitals or Roman type) the results given under “hygrometer” and 
“cloud” are based on the morning observations only. 

Barometer.—The correction for latitude has not been applied. The values are for 
station level, They are the means of readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m., or7a.m., 1 p.m, 
9 p.m., or 7 a,m., and 6 p.m., as the case may be. : 1 

Rainfall.—The amounts are for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning 
observation. : ; 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 
Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
case of rainfall (see above) the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of * clear 
sky,’ if the average of the estimates of the .“ amount of cloud” at the hours of obser- 
vation is less than z, and as an “overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa- 
tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours. 
At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the records of a standard 
Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have 
been entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 3¥ miles in the hour, or above, as 

ales. : 
: Averages.—The averages used for stations are—Temperature and Rainfall for the 35 
years 1871-1905 ; Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-1909. : 

District Values.—The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed 
from the data for the stations included inthe Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorological] 
Office. Only aselection of these stations is included in this Report. The average values 
with which the current district values are compared are for the 25 years, 1881-1905. ‘The 
district values for “amount of cloud” and for the extremes of temperature and the largest

Compared with the averages for the second quarter of the ten years 
1900-1909, the number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 1,508 
and the number of persons on out-door relief shows a decrease of 2,805(a), 
the total under both heads being 4°3 per cent. under the average for the 
second quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 0-9 per cent.

The marriages (5,999) registered in Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1910 are equivalent to an annual rate of 5:5 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-7 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1909, and 0:7 below the average rate for the first quarter of the ten 
years 1900-1909. Of the total number of marriages 4,585 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,414 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being ‘equal to an 
annual rate of 5:7 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population 
and the latter affording a rate of 5:0 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 1:0 
below, but that under the latter 0-1 above the average rate fae the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years, 3 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater 
portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated 
in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the number in the 

first quarter is generally less than that for any of the other quarters of the 
year.

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Ages.—Of the 20,539 deaths registered last quarter, 2,445, or 11:9 per 
cent., were of infants under 1 year of age ; and 9,500, or 46:3 per cent., 
were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants under 
1 year old are equal to 90-3 per 1,000 of the births registered. In the 
province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under ] year old 
equalled 12-2 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
11:8 per cent.; in Ulster, 12-5 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 9-7 per cent, 


The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards registered during the 


quarter in Leinster are equal to 45-1 per cent. ; in Munster, to 46°8 per 
cent. ; in Ulster, to 43°7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, to 55-9 per cent. of 
the total deaths registered in the province.

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 1,119, or 314 above the number registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1909, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 1:02 per 1,000 
living, being 0°28 above the rate for the second quarter of 1909, but 0-27 
above the average rate for the second quarter of the ten years 1900-1909.

Small-pox._—There was no death from small-pox, registered during the 
period under notice ; neither was the occurrence of the disease reported 
from any of the Registrar’s districts in Ireland. 


Measles_—_D uring the quarter 406 deaths from measles were registered ; 
this figure represents an annual death rate of 0°37 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation of Ireland estimated to the middle of the year 1910. Of the deaths 
387 belonged to Ulster, and of this figure 357 were in Belfast county 
borough and 9 in the county borough of Londonderry, 7 of the 
latter being registered in the Registrar’s district of Londonderry 
city No. 2. In Munster, in Castletown union, co. Cork, 8 deaths from 
measles were registered. ‘The epidemic which settled on Belfast towards 
the end of March and the beginning of April and the mortality which it . 
has caused brings the number of deaths from measles far above the 
average (172) for the June quarter of the five years ending with 1909.

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In Table IV., on page 109, it may be seen that in the second 
quarter of the year 1909 deaths from measles were 109, and in each of the 
three subsequent quarterly periods 66, 66, and 92. The highest number of 
deaths in any week of the period registered in Belfast was 49 in the week 
ended 18th June; the deaths have declined from that period to 21 deaths 
from measles registered in the week ending 23rd July, the latest available 
record at the time of writing this report. 


Scarlet Fever.—There were 29 deaths from scarlet fever registered for 
the whole of Ireland, as against 31, 33, and 33 in each of the three pre- 
ceding quarters and an average of 26 for the corresponding quarter of 
the quinquennial period 1905-1909. Of the deaths, 9 appertained to the 
province of Leinster, 8 to Munster, and 12 to Ulster; there was no death 
from the disease registered in the province of Connaught. 





Typhus.—Deaths from typhus, which were 7, 13, and 11 in each of 
the three preceding quarters, rose to 24 in the period under notice, and 
were 6 above the average for the corresponding period of the preceding 5 
years. The deaths occurred as follows:—TIn Ballina union, one death ; in 
Castlereagh union, 2 deaths; in Dromore West union, one death ; in 
North Dublin union, 3 deaths; in Galway union, 2 deaths; in Kanturk 
Registrar’s district, Kanturk union, 5 deaths; in Kilmacthomas union, 
one death ; in Loughrea union, 3 deaths; in Waterford union, 3 deaths ; 
and in each of the unions of Portumna, Tobercurry, and Tralee, one 
death. 


Whooping-cough.—The mortality from whooping-cough shows an in- 
crease when compared with the average for the corresponding quarter of 
the 5 years, 1905-9, the former being represented by 366 deaths, equal 
to an annual rate of 0°34 per 1,000, and the latter by 257 deaths. 
In the September quarter of 1909 deaths from whooping-cough 
numbered 234, rising to 247 in December quarter, and in the June 
quarter of the present year rising to 438 deaths. The mortality from 
whooping-cough is generally distributed over the country, the pro- 
vinces of Munster and Ulster accounting for 141 and 145 deaths respect- 
ively; in Leinster 62 deaths were registered from whooping-cough, and in 
Connaught 18. The unions or districts in which the mortality principally 
occurred were as follows :—In Bantry union, 9 deaths, of these 8 occurred 
in the Registrar’s district of Bantry ; in Belfast union, 68 deaths—all 
of them occurring in Belfast county borough: in Cahersiveen union, 16 
deaths, of these 13 occurred in Caher Registrar’s district ; in Carrick-on- 
Suir union, 7 deaths; in Downpatrick union, 8 deaths; in Drogheda 
union, 14 deaths; in North Dublin union, 15 deaths; in South Dublin 
union, 10 deaths : in Enniscorthy union, 9 deaths ; in Kanturk union, 5 
deaths ; in Kilkeel No. 1 Registrar’s district, Kilkeel union, 6 deaths ; 
in Killarney union, 19 deaths ; in Limerick union, 12 deaths ; in Lisburn 
union, 7 deaths ; in Lurgan union, 6 deaths; in Mallow union, 6 deaths ; 
in Newcastle union, 19 deaths, of which 14 were in Neweastle Regis- 
trar’s district ; and in each of Newtownards and Tralee unions, 14 deaths. 


Diphtheria.—An increase of 4 deaths from diphtheria over the average 
69, is shown for the June quarter, but the total 73 is below the numbers 
for each of the three preceding quarters, namely, 98, 85, and 89 deaths 
respectively. The unions in which the deaths occurred are shown in 
Abstract IV., from which it may be seen that 7 deaths occurred in Belfast, 
5 deaths occurred in Lisburn union, of which 2 were in Purdysburn 
Hospital, Ballylesson district, of residents of Belfast, and 4 in South 
Dublin union.

Enteric Fever-—The total number of deaths registered from enteric 
fever during the quarter, was 61, and is below the average for the June 
quarter of the 5 years preceding by 23. In each of the three preceding 
qnarters, deaths from enteric fever, were 63, 69, and 67. The localities in. 
which the deaths occurred may be seen in the abstract commencing on 
page 122. There were 9 deaths in Dublin county borough ; 5 deaths in 
Cork county and county borough ; 4 in Belfast county borough, 4 in 
Lisburn union, of which 3 were in Purdysburn Hospital, Ballylesson 
district, of residents of Belfast; and 3 in each of Glennamaddy and 
Limerick unions; 2 in each of Cookstown; Drogheda, Enniskillen, 
Kilrush, Lurgan, Magherafelt, and Tobercurry unions, and in each of 18 
other unions, one death from enteric fever was registered. 


Lhe deaths of 5 persons were attributed to pyrexia (origin uncertain). 


Diarrhoeal Diseases.—Of an aggregate total of 155 deaths from the 
causes Classified under this heading, 24 were registered in Dublin county 
borough, and 24 were registered in Belfast county borough, the total (155) 
represents an annual death rate of 0:14 per 1,000 of the population of 
Ireland, estimated to the middle of the year 1910. 


Tuberculous Disease.—As returned by the Registrars the total number 
of deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease registered during the June 
quarter of the year, was 2,890, this figure corresponds to an annual death 
rate from all forms of tuberculous disease of 2°65 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population of Ireland, 


The notes which follow have been selected, from those courteously fur- 
nished by many of the Registrars, and printed at the end of this Report, 
as bearing upon the status of tuberculous disease in the various districts 


to which they refer. 


‘Balrothery : Kilsallaghan.—“ Sanitary condition of district good and 
free from infectious diseases, with the exception of tuberculosis, which is 
always present in some form or other, the pulmonary type being the most 
frequently met with, and from which two deaths were registered during 


the past quarter.” 


Edenderry ; Rathangan, No. 1.—‘ The death of a girl registered, aged 
13 years, from general tuberculosis. The death of a young man, 32 years, 
single, from pulmonary phthisis—duration 14 months.

Ballymoney; Dirraw.—“ Thirteen deaths of adults over 60 years of age, 
leaving only five deaths between one year and 60 years, and three of the 
five deaths registered between one year and 60 years of age were due to 
pulmonary tuberculosis.” 


Millford ; Rosguill.—* Two cases of pwmonary tuberculosis, aged 37 and 
27 respectively, Both were married women ; family history doubtful in 
one case, and in the other free from the disease.” 


Coleraine ; Aghadowey.—“ The deaths from consumption are instruct- 
ive. ,One, a very strong, healthy man of 29 went with his father and 
mother into a house and bedroom previously occupied by a patient who 
died of this disease. The second case is a man of 26 who contracted 
‘the disease six years ago in America and came home an invalid to his 
father’s house. Since his return a sister died of acute tubercular menin- 
gitis, having presumably contracted the disease from her sick brother. 
Both cases show necessity of stronger preventive measures than we now 
possess,” 


Magherafelt ; Moneymore.—‘“ Only one death from tubercular disease, 
which is certainly decreasing. We are trying to make every house into a 
sanatorium,” 


Carrickmacross ; Carrickmacross..—‘‘ Three of the four deaths  re- 
gistered as ‘ tubercular’ were of the pulmonary type, one of them coming 
trom England.” 


Castlederg ; Castlederg.— Tubercular disease still rather prevalent. 
Five deaths during the quarter.” 


Oughterard ; Clonbur No. 1.—‘ Five deaths from tubercular disease—a 
large proportion.” 


Ballina ; Ballina.—“‘ Twelve deaths from consumption and other forms 
of tuberculosis registered during the quarter.” 


Belmullet ; Bangor.—“ Four deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis.” 


Swineford ; Kiltamagh.—“ Infectious nature of tuberculosis is now 
widely recognised ; also its preventibility. The people, until recently, 
bowed their heads to its ravages, and said ‘ twas the will of God.’ They 
now see that ‘the will of God’ lies the other way—the way of sunlight, 
fresh air, cleanliness, and freedom from disease.” 


Westport ; Ballycroy.__“‘I regret tuberculosis has not disappeared from 
this district as in others—however, some cases appear to be rather tract- 
able—temporarily, anyhow.” 
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Boyle ; Keadew.—*“ One death from phthisis contracted in America.” 


Malignant Disease.—The deaths under this heading numbered 810 
and represent an annual mortality rate of 0-74 per 1,000; the corre- 
sponding rates in each of the quarters preceding being 0:73, 0°77, and 0.79 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Violence.—It appears from the returns that 322 deaths were caused by 
violence ; this figure includes deaths by accident, suicide, and homicide, _ 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—_Measles in 24 districts, German measles in one district, scarlet 
fever in 19, chicken—pox in 4, whooping-cough in 62, diphtheria in 17, 
fever in 9—typhus in 1, and enteric in 8—influenza in 23, mumps in 4, and 
cerebro-spinal fever or cerebro—spinal meningitis in 2 districts. [See 
Appendix to this Report commencing on page 185.] 


Enquests.—There were 427 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter; this number being equal to 1 in every 48 of the total 
deaths registered. 





In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 42 deaths registered, in 
Munster | to 52, in Ulster 1 to 45, and in Connaught 1 to 78, 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 20,539 deaths registered, 
4,170, or 20°3 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 29°6, in Munster 23:5, in Ulster 14:5, and in 


Connanght 11:7. 


Uncertified Deaths.— According to the returns, 5,179 of the 20,539 
deaths which were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 
more than 25 per cent. of the total. 


The following table (Table IV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter ended 
30th June, 1910, and in each of the eight quarters immediately preceding; with the

The average price of Messrs, Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 6d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the second quarter 
of the year 1909 the average price was 6d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1900 it was 5d. 

The average price of oatmeal (lst quality) in Dublin for the quarter 
was 14s. 3d. per cwt. For the corresponding quarter of the year 1909 
the average price was 14s. 11d., and for the second quarter of 1900 the 
average price was 14s. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. 6d. to 4s. ld. In the second quarter of 1909 the 
average prices were 3s. 2d. to 4s., and the prices for the corresponding 
quarter of 1900 were 3s. 7d. to 5s. 2d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 59s. to 67s. per cwt. In the corresponding quarter 
of 1909 the average prices were from 56s. 6d. to 61s. and in the second 
quarter of 1900 they were from 53s, to 62s. 6d. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 23s. to 21s. per ton nett, 

The highest price of Consols at the Dublin Stock Exchange for the 
quarter was £823 and the lowest £8013. 

The minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the 
Bank of Ireland, which stood at 44 per cent. from the 18th March, was 
reduced on the 2nd June to 4 per cent., at which it remained at the close 
of the quarter. 


Norz.--The prices of Consols at tne Dublin Stock Exchange have been kindly furnished 
by the Secretary. 
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The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door reiief on 
Saturdays during the second quarter of 1910 was 41,506, or 836 below 
the average for the corresponding period in 1909. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 54,734 being 1,512 below the average for the second 
quarter of 1909. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the second quarter of 
1910, an average number of 1,632 in each week was located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals ; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1909 the average weekly number was 1,598.

The mean height of the barometer during the second quarter of 1910 
was 29-704 inches, being 0°180 below the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the five years 1905-1909 ; the highest reading (30°325 inches) 
was on the Ist April, at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (28-828 
inches) on the 13th April, at 9 a.m., wind W. | 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 49°8°, being 
0-1° above the average for the second quarter of the 5 years 1905-1909, z 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 74:0° 
and the minimum 23°8°, The maximum heat in sun was 130°7°.

May.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29:743 inches; the highest reading (30°267 inches) was on the Ist at 
9 a.M., wind W.N.W., and the lowest (29°059 inches) on the 31st, at 
9 p.m., wind 8.W. The mean temperature of the air was 49:°6°, the 
maximum registered was 68°3°, and the minimum 29°9°. The 22nd was 
the warmest day, and the 12th the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 50°1°, and of the wet bulb 47°4°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 130°7°, and the minimum on the grass 24'9°. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 5 nights, The total amount of sunshine recorded 
was 198°2 hours, the greatest daily amount being 14°0 hours on the 11th 
and 23rd. The maximum ozone was 0:7, the minimum 0-0, and the 
mean 0 Rain fell on 20 days. The rain-fall measured 2°459 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0°450 inch on the 18th.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—The hours of observation are indicated by the type in which the 
names of the stations are printed. CAPITALS, normal climatological stations, 9 a.m. and 
9p.m,; ITALIC CAPITALS, telegraphic reporting normal climatological stations, 7 a.m., 
1 p.m.,9 p.m. ; Roman, telegraphic reporting stations, 7 a.m., 1 p.m.,6 p.m. ; Italics, auxiliary 
climatological stations,9 a.m.only. At Valencia an additional observation is taken at 3 
p.m. The afternoon observations are used in preparing the wind summaries and in 
computing the number of days of “‘overcast” or “clear sky.” At telegraphic reporting 
stations (italic capitals or Roman type) the results given under “hygrometer” and 
“cloud” are based on the morning observations only. 

Barometer.—The correction for latitude has not been applied. The values are for 
station level, They are the means of readings at 9 a.m. and 9p.m., or7a.m., 1 p.m,, 

.m., or 7 a,m., and 6 p.m., as the case may be. . 
ainfall.—The amounts are for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning 
observation. ; 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 

' Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
case of rainfall (see above) the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “ clear 
sky,’ if the average of the estimates of the “amount of cloud” at the hours of obser- 
vation is less than 2, and as an “overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa- 
tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours. 
At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the records of a standard 
Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities.of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have 
been entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as

25 Averages.—The averages used for stations are—Temperature and Rainfall for the 35 
years 1871-1905 ; Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-1905. ; 

District Values.—The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed 
from the data for the stations included inthe Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorological 
Office. Only aselection of these stations is included inthis Report. The average values 
with which the current district values are compared are for the 25 years, 1881-1905. The 
district values for “amount of cloud” and for the extremes of temperature and the largest 
rainfall in a day, are taken from the Monthly Weather Report of the Meteorological Office

—Whooping-cough has been prevalent in 
parts of the district. 


Mouiti; Carrigallen.—The health of 
the district has been good during the 
quarter, and the sanitation is fair. Hight 
of the ten deaths were of persons over 60 
years, and one of a child 2 months old 
from pertussis. 


Mout; Mohill, W.—The sanitary 
condition of district fairly good. There 
were two deaths from cancer during the 
quarter. 


MO8ILL ; Rinn.—The district is 
healthy, and free from epidemic. 


Mouttyi ; Rowan.—The number of vac- 
cinations for this quarter and last was 
abnormally small, but most of the de- 
faulters have promised to turn out their 
children for vaccination during July and 
August. District healthy. Sanitation 
improving. 


Mayo County. 


Barua; Ballina, W.—District free 
from epidemics. ‘Twelve deaths from 
consumption, and other forms of tuber- 
culosis registered during the quarter. 
Five deaths from malignant diseases. 
One death registered at 104 years, and 
two at 92 years. There are still many 
vaccination defaulters. 


Batra; Crossmolina.—No cases of 


infectious disease during quarter. Vac- 
cination practically at a standstill. 
Baturwrose; Ballinrobe, W.—The 


sanitary arrangements fairly good. No 
outbreak of an infectious nature occurred 
during the quarter. Vaccination very 
regular during the past two months. 


BaLtinrosBe ; Cappaghduff.—Sanitary 
arrangements good. At beginning of 
quarter there were some cases of measles, 
scarlatina, and whooping-cough, which 
have now disappeared. 


_BALLINROBE ; Cong. — The health of 
district good. 


BALLINROBE ; Hollymount.—Births 
over and deaths under the average. 
Whooping-cough was epidemic during the 
quarter. There were some cases of 
influenza, and chest affections were very 
prevalent, especially amongst the very 
old and the young people. 


BELMULLET ; Bangor.—During quar- 
ter eleven deaths were registered, five of 
which were 70 and upwards. Four 
deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one 
death consequent on premature birth, 


and one from heart disease. Sanitary 
state of district fairly good.

Houses (dwelling) are badly lighted and 
ventilated.

CasTLEBAR; Balla.—District healthy. 
Vaccination well up to the average.

A severe epidemic of whooping-cough 
was prevalent during this quarter, and 
vaccinations were postponed until re- 
cently—during the month of June 1 
vaccinated almost all the 118 cases. 


CASTLEBAR; Castlebar, No. 2.—Sani- 
tary arrangements in this district are 
fairly good. The district is free from any 
of the diseases mentioned in the Ab- 
stracts. Vaccination has not been at- 
tended to recently. 


CLAREMOoRRIS; SBallindine.—The dis- 
trict is in a healthy condition. 


CLAREMORRIS; Ballyhaunis.—Health 
of district good. No zymotics. Bron- 
chial affections have been very prevalent 
and fatal amongst the aged and debili- 
tated. One death from carcinoma of 
breast. Sanitation progressive. Vac- 
cination satisfactory. 


Kituata; Killala, W.—The health of 
the district has been very satisfactory 
auring the quarter. Pigs are still housed 
in many of the dwellings. 


SwingerorD; Kiltamagh.-—Infectious 
nature of tuberculosis is now widely 
recognised, also its preventibility. The 
people until recently, bowed their heads 
to its ravages, and said “ ‘twas the , Will 
of God.” They now see that “ the Will 
of God” lies the other way—the way of 
sunlight, fresh air, cleanliness, and free- 
dom from disease. 


Westeort; Achill.—Sanitary state 
and general health of district good ; and 
no epidemic present. A good many 
vaccination defaulters were presented 
during past quarter. No case of carci- 
noma registered. 
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WESTPORT ; 
very satisfactory. 1 regret tuberc ulosis 
has not disappeared from this district as 
in others, however, some cases appear to 
be rather tractable, temporarily anyhow. 


Westport; IJslandeady.—The district 
is in a very sanitary condition, and is free 
of infectious disease. The vaccination 
returns are improving, but, still are far 
from satisfactory. 


Westport; Lowisburgh. — General 
health of aistrict good. One case of 
diphtheria occurred during last month of 
quarter ; itrecovered rapidly. One death 
from tubercular peritonitis. Vaccination 
returns good. 


Westport ; Newport.—General health 
of district very fair. One death from 
phthisis. Attendance at vaccination 
depots most satisfactory. 


WESTPORT ; Westport, W.—Lobar 
pneumonia was epidemic in the rural dis- 
trict during April and May. I have no 
record of the exact number of cases— 
at least twenty came under my personal 
notice—there were three fatal cases. I 
have frequently observed this disease to 
occur during the late spring in a practi- 
cally epidemic form. This time coincides 
with the removal of the manure from the 
pits which, unfortunately, are often near 
the dwellings. Perhaps here we have to 
deal with cause and eftect !

ATHLONE;  Kiltoom.—The sanitary 
condition, also general health of district, 
satisfactory. Vaccination improving. 


Boye ; Boyle, No. 1, W.—There was a 
mild epidemic of mumps during past 
quarter, but no serious cases. 


BoyvteE; Keadew.—Two deaths over 
95, three over 80. One death from 
phthisis contracted in America. 


CARRICK-ON-SHANNON ; Aughrim.— 
Influenza followed by bronchitis was 
prevalent in the early part of the quarter. 
Otherwise the condition of the district 
has been excellent. 


CASTLEREAGH ; Ballaghadeireen.—The 
health of the district is fairly good. The 
vaccination of children was not as good as 
usual, owing to the severity of the weather 
in the early part of the quarter. 


Ballycroy.—Vaccination |

Three cases of typhoid occurred in last 
week of quarter. District otherwise 
healthy. . 


Stieo; Carney, No. 1.—The general 
sanitary condition of the district is fairly 
good. There have been two cases of 
diphtheria in the district during the 
quarter ; both recovered. 


Sutiao ; Carney, No. 2.—Sanitary con- 
dition of district good. 


Sutiao ; Collooney.—Sanitary state of 
district fairly good. 


Suico ; Riverstown.—District healthy. 


TOBERCURRY ; Aclare.—The sanitary 
condition of the district is much im- 
proved during the past three months 
owing to a large number of sanitary 
notices being served, and in about twelve 
cases the parties were prosecuted.

Inthe 
same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the 
several Irish seaports), 8,634 persons emigrated. 

In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 25:1 
in every 1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 11:5 per 
1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0:1 above the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1900-1909, but 0:1 below the 
rate for the third quarter of 1909. The deaths are 292 above those 
registered in the corresponding quarter of 1909; the death-rate is 0°3 
above the rate for that quarter, but 0-3 below the average for the third 
quarter of the ten years 1900-1909. , 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1909, the returns 
of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show a decrease

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of 1,150 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays 
during the quarter, and a decrease of 849 in the average number of 
persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years 
1900-1909, the number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 1,943 
and the number of persons on out-door relief shows a decrease of 2,082(a), 
the total under both heads being 4°1 per cent. under the average for the 
third quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 0-9 per cent. 


The annual marriage-rate (5:0 per 1,000 of the population) represented by 
the marriages registered during the second quarter of 1910 is 0:3 above 


the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding ten years.

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MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,459) registered in Ireland during the second quarter 
of 1910 are equivalent to an annual rate of 5:0 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:2 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1909, and 0°3 above the average rate for the second quarter of the ten 
years 1900-1909. Of the total number of marriages 3,997 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,462 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4:9 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 5-2 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 0°6 
above, but that under the latter 0-8 below the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years, 

It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater 
portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated 
in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the number in the 
first quarter is generally less than that for any of the other quarters of the 
year.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th September 


last was 25,212—12,914 boys and 12,298 girls—being equal to an annual 
ratio of 1 in every 43:3, or 23:1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 
The average number of births registered during the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1900-9 was 25,312, equivalent to an annual rate of 
23-0 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. 
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The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 24:2 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 21:5; Ulster, 23°5; and Connaught, 19:5. 

The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 33:4 for Dublin 
county borough, and the lowest 15-0 for Leitrim county. Of the inter- 
mediate rates the highest five are—Belfast county borough, 28:3 ; London- 
derry county and county borough, 24°5 ; Kildare, 23:0; Down, 22:9; 
and Tipperary 8.R., 22:9. The lowest five are—Tipperary. N.R., 17:0 ; 
Cavan, 17°5; Roscommon, 17°9 ; Clare, 17-9 ; and Longford, 17:9. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
30th September last was 15,496—7,794 males and 7,702 females— 
affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 70°5, or 14:2 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1900-9 was 14°5 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 15:2 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 13:1; in Ulster, 14:5 ; 
and in Connaught, 11°5. 


‘The county or county borough death-rates* range from 9-5 in Leitrim 
county to 19°7 in Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest 
five are—Tipperary, N.R., 10°6; Queen’s county, 10°9; Cavan, 10:9 ; 
Kildare, 11:1 ; and Kerry, 11:4; and the highest five are—Belfast county 
borough, 16-3; Waterford county and county borough, 15°38; Wexford,

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Ages.—Of the 15,496 deaths registered last quarter, 2,238, or 14-4 per 
cent., were of infants under 1 year of age; and 6,563, or 42:4 per cent., 
were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants under 
1 year old are equal to 88-8 per 1,000 of the births registered. In the 
province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under ] year old 
equalled 16-8 per cent of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
13°5 per cent.; in Ulster, 14:8 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 9-7 per cent, 
The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards registered during the 
quarter in Leinster are equal to 39:5 per cent. ; in Munster, to 44:0 per 
cent. ; in Ulster, to 40°5 per cent. ; and in Connaught, to 51:8 per cent, of 
the total deaths registered in the province.

Small-pox. — During the quarterly period under notice there was 
no death from small-pox recorded. 


_ Measles-__ The deaths from measles numbered 189 and correspond 
to an annual death rate from that disease of 0°17 per 1,000 of the 
population of Ireland estimated to the middle of the year 1910. The 
deaths exceed the average (103) for the corresponding quarter in the 
9 years, 1905-1909, but are below the number registered in the June 
quarter of this year, namely, 406 deaths; in the two quarters preced- 
ing the June quarter, deaths from measles for the whole of Ireland 
were 66 and 92 respectively. Of the total deaths, 10 were in Leinster, 
25 in Munster (including 15 deaths in the Registrar’s district. of 
Sneem), and 154 in Ulster; of this latter figure 113 were registered 
in Belfast, in which city the epidemic mortality appears to have sub- 
sided, as in the first week of the quarter under notice 24 deaths from 
measles were registered, and in the week ending the 1st October only 


one death from measles was registered.

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Scarlet Fever,—The abstracts show that the number of deaths 
from scarlet fever registered during the quarter for the whole of 
Ireland was 38, an increase of 9 over the June quarter, of 5 deaths 
over each of the two preceding quarterly periods, and an increase of 
12, as compared with the September quarterly average. Of 20 deaths 
in the province of Leinster, 15 were registered in the county borough 
of Dublin. 


Typhus.—A decline from 24 deaths from typhus in the June 
quarter to 11 in the period under notice is shown in Table IV., the 
last-named figure being the same as that recorded for the March 
quarter of the year, but 2 below the number registered in the Decem- 
ber quarter of 1909. The Registrars’ districts in which mortality 
from typhus occurred were as follow: —Ennistimon, 2 deaths; Cork, 
Rural No. 1, one death; Middleton, No. 1, one death; Waterford, 
Urban No. 1, two deaths; Ballylesson, one death of a person 
admitted to hospital from Belfast; Galway, No. 2, one death ; 
Loughrea, one death; Portumna, No. 1, one death ; and Sligo, No. 
1, one death. 


whooping-cough, — Although the mortality from whooping-cough 
shows a decline in comparison with that of the three quarterly 
periods preceding, the former figure being 199 and the latter figures 
947, 438, and 366, respectively, the total is above the quarterly 
average (165), and corresponds to an annual death-rate of 0°18 per 
1,000. Of the total, 31 deaths occurred in county Kerry; 27 in the 
county and county borough of Cork; 21 in county Donegal; 21 in 
county Down; 19 in Dublin county borough; and 18 in Belfast 
county borough. 


Diphtheria.—The number of deaths returned as having been 
caused by diphtheria was 73, being equal to the number registered in 
the preceding quarter, 16 under the number registered in the March 
quarter of the present year, and 12 under the number registered in 
the December quarter of 1909, but 9 above the September quarterly 
average. Of the total, there were 19 deaths in the county borough 


of Dublin. 


Enteric Fever —It appears from Table IV. that the number of 
deaths from enteric fever declined from 69 in December quarter of 
1909 to 67 in March quarter of 1910, to 61 in June quarter, and to 
60 in the quarter under notice. One or more deaths from enteric 
fever were registered in 32 of the 158 unions into which Ireland is 
divided. Of the 60 deaths, there were, in Carlow union, 3 deaths; 
‘1 Dublin North, 6; in Dublin South, 5 deaths; in Drogheda, a in 
Gorey, 3; in Limerick, 2; in Cork, 6; in Belfast, 3; in Lisburn, 5 
(including 3 deaths of residents of Belfast in Purdysburn Fever 
Hospital) ; in Enniskillen, 2; and in Westport, 2. 

Two deaths were attributed to pyrexia (origin uncertain). 


Diarrhoeal Diseases.—As in previous corresponding periods, the 
roll of mortality in comparison with the other quarters of the year 
is largely increased in the September quarter of 1910, now under 
notice. The aggregate number of deaths (505) shows an increase of .. 
9 deaths over the September quarter of 1909, but a decrease of 143 
when compared with the September quarter of 1908, also a decrease 
of 102 when compared with the quarterly average. The total deaths 
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are represented by an annual death-rate of 0°46 per 1,000. An 
examination of the figures shows that, of the total deaths, 131 
occurred in Dublin county borough and 163 in Belfast.

Tuberculous Disease.—In its many forms this disease caused an 
aggregate total of 2,250 deaths, as returned by the Registrars; the 
total is represented by an annual mortality rate of 2°06 per 1,000 of 
the population of Ireland estimated to the middle of the year 1910. 


In the selected notes which follow, important statements regarding 
the public health of certain districts and the status of tuberculous 
disease in others are made by the respective Registrars, to whom I 
wish to express my obligation. 


Notes. 


Dundalk ; Barronstown.—‘‘ There is a very great improvement in 
the cleanliness of the dwellings and general sanitation. There have 
been a great many labourers’ cottages built, and all appear to be 
well kept.” 


Kells ; Nobber.—‘‘ The health of the district. is eminently satisfac- 
tory. Calendar of deaths for quarter abnormally low—the lowest for 
any corresponding quarter for the last 8 years, except that of 1908, 
when the deaths numbered but 4. Third quarter of 1907 just agrees 
with this, namely, 5 deaths. It is very pleasing to have such a small 
calendar to record.”’ 


Trim ; Summerhill.—‘‘ Tuberculosis seems to be losing ground in 
this district.”’ 


Mullingar ; Milltown.—‘‘ A few labourers were found defaulters in 
not keeping their cottages whitewashed. The habit of keeping pigs 
housed in summer, formerly so common in the district, 1s now almost 
unknown, except in places where there is no run for the pigs.” 


Ennis; Newmarket.—‘‘ The past quarter has been a particularly 
healthy one, and I have no hesitation in stating that the improved 
condition of life in the new labourers’ cottages has conduced very 


much to that result.’’ 
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Scariff ; Quin.—‘‘ District continues in a healthy condition. The 
general abstinence from alcohol which prevails has gone a good way 
in bringing about the high state of public health. Tuberculin has 
been used with satisfactory results in a few cases of tuberculosis.” 


Bandon; Inishannon.—‘‘ Three of the cases of tuberculosis werc 
aged 50, 43, and 42 years respectively.’’ 


Dunmanway ; Dunmanway.—‘‘ Four deaths were certified as being 
due to tuberculosis.’’ 


Waterford ; Woodstown.—‘‘ No new case of pulmonary tubercu- 
losis occurred in the district during the quarter, but one returned 
home from England.”’ 


Ballycastle ; Cushendall.—‘‘ There are great improvements in the 
sanitary arrangements of the district. The village is well supplied 
with good drinking water, and the new sewerage system has been a 
great success. 


Armagh; Richhill.—‘‘ Owing to the spread of knowledge about 
tuberculosis, this disease is practically stamped out in the district. 
The cases are now seen early, and, thanks to the intelligent co-opera- 
tion of the patients and their friends with regard to fresh air, dis- 
posal of sputum, etc., it is generally possible to arrest, if not cure, 
the disease in the patient, and also to prevent it spreading to other 
members of the household.” 


Cootehill; Drum, No. 2.—‘‘I find it difficult to educate some of 
the old people as to the necessity of open windows ; however, as a rule, 
they comply with my suggestions in this respect.” 


Limavady ; Dungiven.—‘‘ Tuberculosis too common in district. I 
am of opinion that more stringent measures are needed to check 
disease.”’ 


Magherafelt ; Bellaghy.—‘‘ More deaths in the district from. tuber- 
culous disease than from all other forms of infectious disease added 
together.’’ 


Irvinestown ; Trillick.—‘‘ There were three deaths from tubercular 
disease.”’ 


Omagh; Omagh, No. 1.—‘‘ Sixteen deaths from tuberculosis, 7 
occurring in asylum, 5 in union, one in county hospital.” 


Ballina; Ballina.—‘‘ The past quarter shows an increase in the 
proportion of deaths from tuberculosis—ten out of forty-seven deaths 
registered. It is to be regretted that the branch of the Women’s 
National Health Association formed in this district some time ago 
has been dissolved. There is ample need here for the work of the 
Association.’’ 

Ballinrobe; Ballinrobe, W.—‘‘ The deaths from tuberculous 
diseases registered during the quarter are far in excess of previous 
quarters, 4 of these being of persons over the age of 21 years and 
were treated in the Workhouse hospital.’’ 


Claremorris; Ballyhaunis.—‘‘ The mortality from tuberculous 
diseases has been exceptionally high, and, to my mind, attributable 
to the excessive humidity prevailing during the month of August.” 
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_ Castlereagh ; Loughglinn.—‘‘ The sanitary condition of the houses 
is Improving. ‘A number of new houses for the people are being 
erected, by which the health and sanitary conditions of the district 
will be much improved.” ; 


Malignant Disease-—In the aggregate the deaths from carcj- 
homa, sarcoma, and cancer, malignant disease (undefined), num- 
bered 801, and are equal to an annual mortality rate for malignant 
disease of 0°73 per 1,000, the rates in each of the three preceding 
quarters being 0°77, 0°79, and 0°74 respectively. 


Violence.—The total number of violent deaths, including those 
caused by accident, by suicide, and by homicide, numbered 320. . 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Measles in 22 districts, scarlet fever in 37, chicken-pox in 2, 
whooping-cough in 36, diphtheria in 16, fever in 28—typhus in 4, and 
enteric in 24—influenza in one, and mumps in one, [See Appendix to 
this Report commencing on page 283.] 


Inquests.—There were 422 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter; this number being equal to one in every 37 of the total 
deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was one inquest to every 33 deaths registered, in 
Munster one to 38, in Ulster one to 34, and in Connau ght one to 64, 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 15,496 deaths registered 
3,266, or 21:1 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 30°7, in Munster 23:5, in Ulster 14°1, and in 


Connaught 15-2. 


Uncertified Deaths.— According to the returns, 3,499 of the 15,496 
deaths which were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 
more than 22 per cent. of the total.

The mean height of the barometer during the third quarter of 1910 
was 29-802 inches, being 0-119 below the average tor the corresponding 
quarter of the five vears 1905-1909 ; the highest reading (30-343 inches) 
was on the 17th September, at 9 A.M., air calm, and the lowest (29-199 
inches) on the 26th August, at 9 A.M., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 55°99, being 
1-1° below the average for the third quarter of the 5 years 1905-1909. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 79:6° 
and the minimum 36:7°. The maximum heat in sun was 136°8°, 

Rain fell on 45 days during the quarter. The rain-tal! measured 
5656 inches, being 0-790 inch below the average for the third quarter 
of the five years 1905-1909. The greatest monthly rainfall was in 
August, when 2-871 inches were registered, 

The wind blew on 18 days from W., on 13 days from 8.W., on 10 days 
from E., on 6 days from N + on 4 days from N.W., on 4 days from §., 
en 3 days from N.E., on one day from §.E., and the air was calm on, 
33 days at 9 A.M. ! 

July.— The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-691 inches; the highest reading (30-024 inches) was on the 13th at 
9 P.M., air calm; and the lowest (29°185 inches) on the 28th, at 9 P.M., 
wind E.S.E. The mean temperature of the air was 96°7°, the maximum 
registered was 72°6°, and the minimum 40:5°. The 14th was the warmest 
day, and the 10th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 
56°9°, and of the wet bulb 54:1”. The maximum heat in sun was LS: 
and the minimum on the grass 38°6°. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 2322 hours, the greatest daily amount being 14:7 hours 
on the 10th, 11th and 13th. The maximum ozone was 0:6, the minimum 
0-0, and the mean 0-4. Rain fell on 16 days. The rain-fall measured 
2°200 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0:610 inch on the 
20th. 

August.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°624 inches; the highest reading (30°132 inches) was on the 31st at 
9 P.M., air calm, and the lowest (29-132 inches) on the 26th, at 
9 Am., wind S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 57:6°, the 
maximum registered was 71:0°, and the minimum 41°8°. The 20th was 
the warmest day, and the 18th the coldest night. The mean ot the dry 
bulb was 57-4°, and of the wet bulb 54:79. The maximum heat in sun 
was 136°8°, and the minimum on the grass 38'2°. The total amount of 
sunshine recorded was 129:8 hours, the greatest daily amount being 12-0 
hours on the 10th. The maximum ozone was 0°7, the minimum 0:0, and 
the mean 0:4. Rain fell on 19 days. The rain-fall measured 2-87] 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0°865 inch on the Ist. 

September.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30°092 inches; the highest reading (30°343 inches) was on the i7th at 
9 A.M.. air calm, and the lowest (29°601 inches) on the 26th, at 9 A.M.,’ 
wind E.S.E. The mean temperature of the air was 533°; the maximum 
registered was 68-7°, and the minimum 36-7°. The 27th was the warmest 
day, and the 22nd the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 
52°9°, and of the wet bulb 511°. The maximum heat in sun was 115-89, 
and the minimum on the grass 32°2°. The total amonnt of sunshine 
recorded was 104-2 hours, the greatest daily amount being 10-5 hours 
on the 3rd. The maximum ozone was 0°6, the minimum 0-0, and the 
mean 0'4. Rain fell on 10 days, The rain-fall measured 0°585 inch ; the 


greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-175 inch on the 27th.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—The hours of observation are indicated by the type in which the 
names of the stations are printed. CAPITALS, normal climatological stations, 9 a.m. and 
9p.m.; ITALIC CAPITALS, telegraphic reporting normal climatological stations, 7 a,m., 
1 p.m.,9 p.m.; Roman, telegraphic reporting stations, 7a,m., 1 p.m.,6 p.m. ; Jéalics, auxiliary 
climatological stations,9 a.m.only. At Valencia an additional observation is taken at 3 
p.m. The afternoon observations are used in preparing the wind summaries and in 
computing the number of days of “overcast” or “clear sky.” At telegraphic reporting 
stations (italic capitals or Roman type) the results given under “hygrometer” and 
‘‘cloud” are based on the morning observations only. 

Barometer.—The correction for latitude has not been applied. The values are for 
station level. They are the means of readings at 9 a.m. and9p.m., or7 a.m., 1 p.m, 


9 p.m., or 7 a.m,, and 6 p.m., as the case may be. i . 

Rainfall.—_The amounts are for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning 
observation. . i 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 
Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
ease of rainfall (see above) the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “clear 
sky,” if the average of the estimates of the “amount of cloud” at the hours of obser- 
vation is less than z, and as an “overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa- 
tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours, 
At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the records of a standard 
Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have 
been entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as

: Averages.—The averages used for stations are—Temperature and Rainfall for the 35 
years 1871-1905 ; Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-1905. 

District Values.—The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed 
from the data for the stations included inthe Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorological] 
Office. Only aselection of these stations is included in this Report. The average values 
with which the current district values are compared are for the 25 years, 1881-1905. The 
district values for “amount of cloud” and for the extremes of temperature and the largest

In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 23:6 
in every 1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 14-0 per 
1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is equal to the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1900-1909, but 0-7 below the 
rate for the fourth quarter of 1909. The deaths are 282 below those 


registered in the corresponding quartel of 1909; the death-raie is 0°65 


below therate for that quarter, and 0-2 below the average for the fourth 
quarter of the ten year’s 1900-1909.

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MARRIAGES, 

The marriages (5,464) registered in Ireland during the third quarter 
of 1910 are equivalent to an annual rate of 5:0 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being equal to the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1909, but 0-1 above the average rate for the third quarter of the ten 
years 1900-1909. Of the total number of marriages 3,579 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,885 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4:4 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population 
and the latter affording a rate of 6-7 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 0:2 
above, and that under the latter equal to the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years, 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater 
portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated 
in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the number in the 
first quarter is generally less than that for any of the other quarters of the 
year.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st December 
last was 23,887—12,203 boys and 11,684 girls—being equal to an annual

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Ages. Of the 17,736 deaths registered last quarter, 2,313, or 13-0 per 
cent., were of infants under 1 year of age; and 8,389, or 47:3 per cent., 
were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants under 
1 year old are equal to 96:8 per 1,000 of the births registered. In the 
province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 year old 
equalled 14-9 per cent of the total deaths registered therein ; in M unster, 
13°3 per cent.; in Ulster, 12°6 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 9-4 per cent. 
The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards registered during the 
quarter in Leinster are equal to 42-2 per cent.; in Munster, to 49-6 per 
cent. ; in Ulster, to 46-7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, to 57:0 per cent. of 
the total deaths registered in the province.

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 842, or 90 above the number registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1909, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0-77 per 1,000 
living, being 0:08 above the rate for the fourth quarter of 1909, but @:09 
below the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1900- 
1909.

Small-pox —Since the quarter ended 30th J une, 1907, when .one 
death was registered, there has been no mortality from small-pox 
recorded in Ireland. 


Measles—_Detahs from measles, which numbered 92 in the March 
quarter of 1910, rose to 406 in the June quarter, but declined to 
189 in the September quarter, and further declined to 120 in the

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period under notice. The latter figure is 3 above the average for 
the corresponding quarterly period of the 5 years, 1905-1909, and 
represent an annual rate of 0°11 per 1,000 of the population of 
Ireland estimated to the middle of the year 1910. Most of the 
deaths were registered in Ulster, the total number for that province 
being 98; of this figure, 24 deaths were registered in Belfast county 
borough, and 36 in Lurgan union.* 


Scarlet Fever. — In Table IV. it appears that the deaths from 
scarlet fever were more numerous in the period under notice than 
they have been for the preceding 8 quarterly periods. The deaths in 
the 3 preceding quarters were 33, 29, and 38, respectively, rising to 
64 in the period under notice, the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the preceding 5 years being 35. There were 6 deaths in 
Belfast union, 4 in Dublin North union, 12 in Dublin South union, 
and 7 in the union of Larne; of this figure, 6 were registered in the 
Registrar’s district of Larne. 


Typhus. —There were 11 deaths from typhus registered in the 
first quarter of 1910; the number rose to 24 in the second quarter, 
declined to 11 in the third quarter, but rose to 21 in the quarter 
under review, the average being 14. The localities (¢€.g., unions in 
which the deaths occurred) were as follow:—in Dublin South union, 
one death; in Dundalk, 2 deaths; Galway, 2 deaths; in Loughrea, 
one death; in Monaghan, 6 deaths; in Newry, one death; in 
Oughterard, 2 deaths; and in Rathdrum,; 6 deaths. 


Whooping-cough. —Although the mortality from whooping-cough 
(190 deaths) was in excess of the average (157), it is below that of 
either of the 3 preceding quarters, namely, 438, 366, and 199, respec- 
tively. The deaths (190) represent: an annual mortality rate of 0°17 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. Of the total deaths, there were 
49 in North and South Dublin unions, 8 in the former and 41 in 


the latter. There were 8 deaths from the disease registered in the 


union of Belfast, 8 in Cork, 8 deaths occurred in Londonderry union, 
6 in Innishowen, 6 in Rathdown, 5 in Letterkenny, 5 in Omagh, 
and 4 in each of Cahersiveen, Cavan, and Granard unions. 


Diphtheria—— The number of deaths from diphtheria registered 
in the whole of Ireland was 88; the numbers in the 3 preceding 
quarters were 89, 73, and 73, respectively, and the average number 
for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 5 years was 90. Of 
the total deaths there were 24 in the unions of Dublin North and 
Dublin South (7 in the North and 17 in the South), 9 in the union of 
Lisburn (6 of these occurring in Purdysburn fever hospital, and were 
deaths of persons admitted from the city of Belfast), and 4 in the 
Registrar’s district of Dundalk. | 


Enteric Fever .—'l'he deaths from enteric fever during the Decem- 
ber quarter numbered 85, and ‘were 14 under the average, 
but above the numbers in each of the 3 quarters pre- 
ceding, namely, 67, 61, and 60, respectively. Deaths from 
enteric fever took place in the following unions,  alpha- 
betically arranged:—In Armagh, one death; in Bailieborough, one 
death; in Ballymena, one; in Ballymoney, one; in Banbridge, 2;

Diarrhoeal Diseases. .—In the aggregate, deaths from diarrheal 
diseases numbered 270, against an average of 330; the former figure 
is equivalent to an annual death-rate of 0°25 per 1,000. The deaths 
in the 3 preceding quarterly periods numbered 157, 155, and 505, 
respectively. Of the total deaths, 58 were in Dublin county borough, 
52 in Belfast, 11 in Cork, 10 in Waterford, and 7 in Londonderry 
county borough. . 


Tuberculous Disease.—As returned by the Registrars, the total 
number of deaths from all forms of tuberculosis was 2,013; this 
figure is equal to an annual mortality rate of 1°84 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population of Ireland. As on previous occasions, I have 
selected some notes from those which have been furnished to me by 
the courtesy of the Registrars, as bearing on the status of tuber- 
culous disease in Ireland. 


NovTEs. 


Waterford ; Ullid.—‘‘ Only one of the three cases of tuberculosis 
contracted the disease within the district, the other two having re- 
turned from America with the disease.’’ 


Trim; Summerhill.—‘‘ Only one death from tuberculosis, a girl 
6} years old. Her sister, of 9 years, died of the same disease the 
same day last year. The family history is good, but they are living 
in a house which used to be frequented by tramps.’’ 


Mullingar ; Milltown.—‘‘If a thorough system of drainage were 
carried out, tuberculosis would become a thing of the past in less 
than five years.’’ 


Kanturk ; Newmarket.—‘‘ People are getting to learn that tuber- 
culous diseases are contagious, and willing to learn the use of disin- 
fectants whem a case occurs.”’ 


Kenmare; Kilgarvan.—‘‘ This district is now free from tubercular 
disease of any kind.’’ 


Listowel ; Ballylongford.—‘‘ Deaths from consumption continue to 
decrease, thanks to modern remedies which assist to suppress 


disease.”’ 
Waterford; Waterford Rural No. 1.—‘‘One death from _ pul- 


monary tuberculosis—the victim being a Royal Naval stoker in- 
valided from the service about 3 months before his decease.’’ 
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Waterford ; Waterford Urban No. 1.—‘‘ There is a distinct dimi- 
nution in the number of deaths during the quarter due to tubercu- 
losis.”’ 


Waterford ; Woodstown.—‘‘ No new cases of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis have occurred during the quarter in the district, but one case 
has been imported.’’ 


Irvinestown ; Irvinestown.—‘‘ Of deaths registered from pul- 
monary tuberculosis, one patient had two sisters who died from disease 
some years ago. They returned from America, where they con- 
tracted the disease. A second death has a history of tuberculosis 
in family, mother and some aunts having succumbed to disease. The 
third is member of large family ; one brother suffered.’’ 


Limavady ; Ballykelly.—‘“‘ The district remains free from all forms 
of acute infectious disease, with the exception of tuberculosis, and 
there seems to be more drastic means required in dealing with this 
disease as regards the notification, isolation, and disinfection in the 
district.” 


Carrickmacross ; Donaghmoyne.—‘‘ Of the seven who died from 
tuberculosis, two (mother and daughter) contracted the disease in 
England, where they had lived almost all their lives, and a third 
returned moribund from the United States, where she had spent 
many years. Five of the seven were females. Two were brother and 
sister (13 and 19 years). 


Malignant Disease.—The total number of deaths returned under 
this heading was 908; this figure represents an annual rate of 0°83 
per 1,000, the corresponding rates in the 3 preceding quarterly 
periods being 0°79, 0°74, and 0°73, respectively. 


Violence. ——To different forms of violence, namely, accident, sui- 
cide, and homicide, 309 deaths were attributed. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
dseases : —Measles in 33 districts, scarlet fever in 41, chicken-pox in 
4; whooping-cough in 30, diphtheria in 20, fever in 24, —typhus in 
3, and enteric in 21; influenza in 14, cerebro-spinal fever in one, and 
mumps in 5. [See Appendix to this Report commencing on page 
385. | 


Inquests.—There were 414 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter; this number being equal to one in every 43 of the total 
deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was one inquest to every 40 deaths registered, in 
Munster one to 48, in Ulster one to 34, and in Connaught one to 157. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 17,736 deaths registered, 
3,613, or 20°4 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 28:0, in Munster 23-1, in Ulster 15:4, and in 
Connaught 12:4. 
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Uncertified Deaths.— According to the returns, 4,277 of the 17,736 
deaths which were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 
more than 24 per cent. of the total. In Leinster the percentage was 
17, in Munster 27, in Ulster 19, and in Connaught the uncertified deaths 
were 48 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the 
Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish sea- 
ports, show that the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the 
quarter ended 3lst December last was 4,868 (2,451 males and 2,417 
females), being 259 more than in the corresponding quarter of the year 
1909, but 1,030 below the average number for the fourth quarter of the 
ten years 1900-1909.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—The hours of observation are indicated by the type in which the 
names of the stations are printed. CAPITALS, normal climatological stations, 9 a.m. and 
9p.m.; ITALIC CAPITALS, telegraphic reporting normal climatological stations, 7 a.m., 
1 p.m.,9 p.m.; Roman, telegraphic reporting stations,7 a,.m., 1 p.m.,6 p.m. ; Iéalics, auxiliary 
climatological stations,9 a.m.only. At Valencia an additional observation is taken at 3 
p.m. The afternoon observations are used in preparing the wind summaries and in 
computing the number of days of ‘“‘overcast” or “clear sky.” At telegraphic reporting 
stations (italic capitals or Roman type) the results given under “hygrometer” and 
*‘cloud” are based on the morning observations only. ] 

Barometer.—The correction for latitude has not been applied. The values are for 
station level. They are the means of readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m., or7 a.m., 1 p.m,, 
9 p.m., or 7 a.m., and 6 p.m., as the case may be. . ‘ , 

ainfall.—The amounts are for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning 
observation. ; : 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 
Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
case of rainfall (see above) the day is the eivil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “ clear 
sky,’ if the average of the estimates of the “amount of cloud” at the hours of obser- 
vation is less than 2, and as an “overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa- 
tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours. 
At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the records of a standard 
Robinson anemometer (factor 2’2). Velocities.of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have 
been entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as

The Registrars alone must be considered responsible for the opinions which they 
express.

ARMAGH ; Blackwatertown.—There was 
one death registered at 98 years, and 
another at 110 years. Sore throats have 
been prevalent, and a few cases of 
diphtheria. 


ARMAGH; Markethill.—Measles has 
been epidemic in the district during the 
past quarter. 


ArmMaGH; Rich Huill.—There were a 
few cases of measles during the earlier 
part of the quarter. One child, a girl of 
15 years, had a smart attack of faucal 
diphtheria immediately following the 
fading of the measles rash.

BANBRIDGE; T'anderagee.—Although 
the death-rate is small, two deaths re- 
sulted in Banbridge Fever Hospital from 
enteric fever, and one from diphtheria, 
of patients removed there from this 
district. An outbreak of seven cases of 
enteric fever occurred in the Rural 
District, and extended into the Co. Down 
adjoining, where one death is reported to 
have occurred from it. Impure water 


was the source. Tuberculosis, septi— 
cemia, and gastro-enteritis are very 
prevalent:

spread epidemic of measles during the 
quarter, which was chiefly confined to 
children under school age. During the 
month of October, when the weather was 
fine and mild, the cases were mild and 
uncomplicated; but very numerous.

LISBURN ; Hilisborough.—Several 


‘cases of diphtheria, otherwise district 


has been particularly healthy ; 13 out of 
the 18 deaths being over 60 years.

NEWTOWNARDS; (Greyabbey.—Health 
of district generally good. Measles of 
epidemic type present in Greyabbey 
Division. No death as yet reported 
therefrom. One school closed. Winter 
catarrh, bronchial type, also present 
throughout district. Deaths chiefly due 
to pulmonary and circulatory causes, 
common at this season of the year, and 
especially amongst aged. Of the 20 
deaths recorded, 11 were over 60 years, 
one being 90, and one 91 years.

LISNASKEA ; Derrylin.—There was one 
death from erysipelas of an infant. 
There has been some influenza and 
pertussis in the district during the 
quarter. 


LisnaskEA ; Lisnaskea, W.—Sanitary 
state of district fair. Death-rate low 
during quarter. Majority of deaths aged 
60 years and upwards. 


Londonderry County and County 
Borough. 


COLERAINE ; Aghadowey.—Scarlet fever, 
measles, and diphtheria were all present 
in district during quarter, scarlet fever 
being widespread. No fatal case from 
any of above. Otherwise the health of 
district has been good. 


COLERAINE ; Garvagh.—Three cases of 
diphtheria occurred in one family during 
quarter, but did not spread, and two cases 
of mild scarlatina in another family. 
Except for these, the district has been 
very healthy. 


COLERAINE ; Kilrea.—District at 
present healthy. In the first two weeks 
of the quarter there were seven cases of 
scarlatina, without any fatal result. 
Every sanitary precaution was taken,

LIMAVADY ; Dungiven.—The small 
return of vaccination is due to the wet 
condition of the season, parents being 
unable to present their children. The 
high mortality return from carcinoma is 
remarkable and inexplicable. One death 
from diphtheria, origin traced. By the 
extreme quarantine precautions I hope 
the disease is stamped out.

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Limavapy; Limavady, W.—Scarlet 
fever and diphtheria still prevalent in 
both rural and urban districts. 


LONDONDERRY ; Loglinton.—One case 
of epithelioma. . 
MAGHERAFELT; Draperstown.—There 


was one death registered at 106 years. 
They calculated his age by comparison 
with that of another old man who died 
some years ago; it is probably correct.

MAGHERAFELT ; Moneymore.—In the 
beginning of October a child died from 
diphtheria, cause unknown, isolation, 
with no further spread of disease.

So long as, through neglect of 
arterial drainage, thousands of acres 
throughout the district are annually 
inundated for several months, the wonder 
is that the malign effect of such volumes of 
watery vapour existing so persistently 
is not even more perceptible. 


CLAREMORRIS; Claremorris, W.—A 
good many cases of pertussis and some 
cases of measles have appeared during the 
quarter. 


Kiara ; - Killala, W.—The weather 
was fine, and very little rain during the

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quarter. The health of the district was 
good, 
Westrort; Achill.—Sanitary state 


and general health of district good and no 
epidemic, except a few cases of epidemic 
catarrh later end of quarter. Very few 
children presented for vaccination this 
quarter. 


Westrort ; Ballycroy.—Many deaths 
over 60 vears. District very healthy. 
Some mild influenza towards end of 
quarter. 


Westport ; /slandeady—The sanitary 
condition of the district is good, No 
case of infectious disease has occurred in 
district during last quarter. 


WESTPORT; Louisburgh.—Sanitary 
condition of district good. Two deaths 
registered during quarter from enteric 
fever. Catarrh very prevalent among 
children during quarter. So, on this 
account, vaccination was very backward. 


Westport ; Newport.—General health 
of district very satisfactory. Three 
deaths from tubercular disease, and one 
from cancer registered. 


Westport ; Westport, W.—Whooping 
cough prevalent in district during the 
quarter. A large number of cases of 
acute rheumatism in the district during 
the last two months. Chronic rheuma- 
tism is comparatively rare about here, 
notwithstanding that the climate is an 
exceedingly moist one. But few cases of 
any form of chronic arthritis are seen.
